Examination  of  the  Malignant  Disease  Death  Rate  for  Deben  over  the  period 
or  which  I have  accurate  information  shows  little  appreciable  change,  nor  does  ' 
onere  appear  to  be  any  increase  in  the  proportion  of  Malignant  Disease  deaths 
for  cancer  of  the  lung. 

The  numbers  however,  are  small,  and  exact  figures  are  only  available  for 
the  past  seven  years  so  that  no  definite  conclusions  can  be  justified.

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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE 


Although  there  were  324  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  during  1956 
there  w as  no  undue  prominence  of  any  particular  type,  and  deaths  from  Infectious 
Disease  were  again  minimal  (4  deaths  from  chronic  infections). 

It  will  he  seen  that  once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  for 
the  second  year  in  succession  there  were  no  poliomyelitis  notifications. 

At  first  sight  it  might  appear  that  the  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  cases  reported  has  some  significance.  Investigation  however, 
reveals  that  the  number  .is  evenly  spread  over  the  year  and  that  approximately 
half  of  tne  confinements  took  place  in  their  own  homes  while  the  rest  were  in 
a maternity  home.  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  there  was  no  connection  between 
the  cases.

The  ' 'ater  Supply  of  the  District  has  maintained  its  standards  of  quality, 
and  quantity,  and  of  the  6 5 parishes  comprising1  the  Eural  District,  61  arc  now 
served  Ly  a mains  supply. 

* 

The  total  quantity  pumped ^during  19-56  from  the  Tuddenham  and  Pettistree  sources 
of  supply  amounted  to  175,0999000  gallons.  Of  the  above  quantity  it  is  estimated 
that  50P  is  used  for  domestic  purposes5  th.e  remainder  going  to  metered  consumers 
and  H.M.  Establishments. 

During  the  year  Bontwaters  Airfield  discontinued  their  use  of  the  Council's 
supply  and  brought  their  own  supply  into  operation.  The  normal  consumption 
at  Bentwators  was  approximately  3,000,000  gallons  per  month.  However,  to  offset 
this  drop  in  consumption,  an  additional  large  consumer*  On  the  Eastern  Area  was 
Orfordness  Research  Station,  and  in  the  South  Test  Area  of  supply,  Fisons  Research 
Station  at  Levington  came  into  use. 

The  peak  pumping  deliverer  .was  during  the  month  of  May  when  19,282,000  gallons 
were  extracted,  the  average  daily  quantity  being  622,000.  It  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  this  daily  average  during  the  peak  months  would  have  been  sufficient  to 
supply  “oodbridge  for  5 days  and  the  Metropolitan  Prater  Board  for  20  minutes  i 
The  lowest  pumping  was  during  December  when  li, 574, 000’ gallons  wore  extracted,  the 
daily  average  being  373,000. 

During  the  year  214  connections  wore  made  to  houses,  37  properties  were  served’ 
by  standpipe  and  32  properties  received  a metered  supply. 

Referring  to  the'  Table  of  Distribution  on  page "19  the  substantial  increase  in 
connections  for  the  parish  of  STewbourn  is  due  to  the  fact  that  all  the  holdings 
of  the  Land  Settlement  Association  are -now  connected  to  the  mains  of  the  Felixstowe 
and  District  .ater  Company. 

is  in  previous  years,  samples  from  the  mains  supply  and  also  from  wells  etc., 
were  examined  for  bacteriological  contamination.  The  routine  sampling  and 
examination  for  nitrate  of  all  well  waters  supplying  families  where  there  is  c 
newly  born  infant  also  continued  during  the  year.
